Berlin, Jan. 26 .—A rumor is in cir­ 
culation In Berlin today that Grand 
Duke Serg ius has been assassinated. 


Helsing fors, Finland, Jan. 26 .—Cos­ 
sacks are patrolling the streets of this 
city . 


Moscow, Jan. 26 .—A sq uadron of 
Cossacks last ev ening dispersed about 
8.000 workmen who were g rowing ob­ 
streperous across the Moskv a. No fa­ 
talities are reported. 
This was the 
only ev ent of the kind during the day . 
Reports that a mob was plundering 
and wrecking shops in the Tv erskaia 
are untrue. 


St. Petersburg , Jan. 26 .—Contrary to 
ex pectation, the 
first mov e of the 
newly appointed g ov ernor g eneral of 
St. Petersburg is pacific in character. 
It takes the form of a proclamation 
Jointly sig ned by General TrepolT and 
M. Kokozoff. the minister of flanance, 
telling the strikers that they hav e 
been led Into trouble by ev il-disposed 
parsons and that their best interests 
will be serv ed by peaceful representa­ 
tions to the g ov ernment. 
The work­ 
men are also assured that the emperor 
has ordered the framing of certain 
laws for their benefit and the creation 
of a sy stem c# state Insurance that will 
protect them from want in case of 
sickness or disability . 
The fears of seriotio trouble in Mos­ 
cow y esterday were not realized. The 
only authenticated 
instance of any ­ 
thing approaching v iolence there was 
in the dispersal of a crowd of about 
3.000 workmen by Cossacks. 
So far 
as is known, there were no casualties. 
From Finland anti-Russian demon­ 
strations are reported, a collision be­ 
tween a crowd of 10,000 persons and 
troops and police resulting in the 
wounding of about th!rty Finns.

Finland the ag itation has nothing to 
do with the .abor q uestion, but is pure­ 
ly political 
in 
character 
Various 
political, educational and mercantile 
bodies In R ’^s’a are adopting declara­ 
tions in fav or of an electiv e represent­ 
ativ e leg islativ e body and denouncing 
misrule under the autooracv . 
Quiet • continues In St 
Petersburg . 
Ev idence accumulates that the strikers 
are supplied with monev to meet their 
present needs. All sorts of storks are 
afloat as to the size and orig in of the 
fund. 
Money is undoubtedly being 
supplied by the Liberals. 
It Is said 
that they hav e a fund of $2.000.000, 
some of which wss supplied by Ger­ 
man Socialists, but there is no way of 
v erify ing the stories. 
It is serions,v 
believ ed in some q uarters that 
is being furnished from lapanese-Rrit- 
ish sources to bring on a rev olution 
or aueh internal eomolieutions as will 
compel the g ov ernment to make peace. 
The strik ers seem still to he without 
definite plans for the future. 
It is 
said that a demonstration has been 
decided upon on the occasion of the 
funerals of sev eral of the more prom­ 
inent v ictims, but this is denied. For 
the moment the strikers appear to be 
content to remain q uiet. 
All the out­ 
g oing trains are filled with people g o­ 
ing abroad, mostly foreig ners. 
The 
stories of the illness of the emperor 
and the empress are officially denied. 
They are at Tsarkoe Selo.

M. Roudneff assured him that 
there was no cause for apprehension, 
but assumed the responsibility for the 
publication. 
He also offered Capta’n 
Grov e personal satisfaction in a resort 
to arms. 
General Trepoff’a appointment to the 
g ov ernor g eneralship of St. Petersburg 
was a complete surprise here. 
It is 
rumored that Minister of the Interior 
Sv latopolk-Mirsky may be appointed 
g ov ernor g eneral of Moscow.

Jan. 26 .—In connection 
with the consideration of the army ap­ 
propriation bill there was an animated 
discussion In the senate of the assig n 
ment of General Miles to serv ice In 
charg e of the Massachusetts state mil­ 
itia. 
The controv ersy was beg un by 
Mr. Lodg e, who criticised in sharp 
lang uag e the prov ision of the army bill 
prohibiting the awarding of ex tra pay 
or allowance to retired officers as­ 
sig ned to activ e serv ice when they 
ex ceed those of a major on the activ e 
list. Mr Lodg e declared the prov ision 
was directed at General Miles and was 
most unfair. 
Messrs. Spooner. Platt 
and Money contended that the enact 
ment would hav e the effect of limiting 
the salaries of all retired officers as 
sig ned to activ e duty to a major's pay 
reg ardless of rank. 
Mr. Spooner con

It it not the rule, that

highest scorers, uo matter how well 
bred they are. 
The best way to im ­ 
prove size, weight aud markings, is to 
select 
the finest marked 
tom, wiih 
typical carriage, good big bone, strong 
and vigorous, and mate with tire largest 
Iren possible, no matter if they are not 
so well marked. 
Then the following 
season reverse the order and lf you are 
so fortunate as to get well marked birds 
of both sexes, mate them in the follow 


lo g maimer. 
First select tile females. 
I generally 
use pullets or the best marked and 
largest hens. 
I prefer a tall, rangy 
birri, with long deep body, broad back 
and full, round breast 
They should 
have big bone, f set and legs. 
In color 
the head and wattles should be a rich 
red but under different circumstances 
the head is changed to a bluish white. 
The plumage of the neck, breast and 
wings should lie of rich lustrous bronze. 
Tho breast aud on back aud in front of 
wii ga should have a narrow lacing or 
edging of gray. 
The back is somewhat 
darker in 
color, as it shows a narrow black band 
across the feathers, as it nears the lesser 
tail coverts, 
while the 
coverts end 
with a white or gray edging. 
Primaries aud 
secondaries 
of the 
wing feathers artist be as near standard 
as 
possible. 
Every 
breeder 
should 
have a standard book of authority and 
eta iy it thoroughly. 
The description 
of the bird and list of disqualifications 
are clearly set forth. 
Primaries, the white and gray bars 
should he about three sixteenths of an 
inch in width, black or Drown bars, 
abt ut three-eights of an inch. 
They 
should be even, or straight across the 
feathers, which should end 
with a 
broid, black band with a broad edging 
of gray or silver white, white preferred, 
with no brown color in between black 
and white 
Feet and legs of young 
birds should be dark approaching black 
This is of less importance in females 
than in males. 
I have had the best 
success with pullets from 
16 to 19 
pounds, hens 18 to 22 pounds in weight. 
They lay eggs of more fertility and are 
more active and much bitter mothers 
The tom has more influence on shape 
and oolor of offspring than does tile 
female. 
He should be as near per­ 
fection in typical carriage and color of 
plumage as floss it de to get, and of 
medium size with plenty of vigor 
Breeders ought not to try to get the 
heaviest tora, but s e e k to get large 
frames, heavy bone, big feet and legs 
and good shape. 
A good, vigorous tom 
w ill mate with 18 or 20 hens—aud one 
or t w o 
o d io u s with to m a n d h e n s is 
enough for that clutch of eggs, or in 


o th e r words s u ffic ie n t for t h e fertility 
of the eggs until she wants to set 
Turkey hens d o uot all c o m m e n c e lay­ 
ing at once and by the time tile first 
that lave wants the set, the last one is 


carefully attended to until well feather­ 
ed. 
After tile second week, the turkeys 
and coop can be moved to the grain 
field, 
away fiom 
other poultry. 
A 
wh at ftold in an ideal place for them, 
along a fence or cluster of trees. 
Let 
them hunt for their living, almost alto­ 
gether, bot watch after them every day 
and throw them some feed at night to 
keep them tame and when fall comes 
they will want to come to the house to 
roost, if you keep tolling them close to 
bouse when you fed them. In this way, 
you get large 
strong, vigorous, big 
frame birds. 
I recommend the following recipe, 
call *d the Douglas mixture for poultry: 
lib of copperas* dissolved iu I galiou of 
wat.ir, witn one half oz. sulphuric acid 
added.

a Blizza rd. 
New York. Jan 26.—Not since the 
b lizzard of 1888. b y which all storms 
are estimated as great or small, has 
New York b een so completely snow­ 
b ound as It was last night. 
The city 
Itself is lying under a foot of snow, 
that in many places has b een b anked 
b y the wind to a height of sev eral feet. 
Surface trav el was e~rly ab andoned, 
ov erhead transit was Irregular and 
slow, and it remained for the under­ 
ground roads to carry home, so far as 
as they could reach within the city 
limits, the hundreds of thousands of 
workers from the down town districts. 
The entire coastline from the Dela­ 
ware capes north has b een in the 
grasp of a storm which b ecause of 
the heav y fall of snow, the intensity 
of cold and the force of the gale, has 
exceeded In sev erity anything experi­ 
enced for years. 
Inland from Maine throughout the 
New England states and the middle 
Atlantic states, all reports indicate a 
most complete winter tie-up. 
Ev erywhere railroad traffic is de­ 
layed; reports of disasters to shipping 
are coming In and with the rapidly fall­ 
ing thermometer much suffering must 
ensue. 
So sev ere was the storm in 
this city that sev eral persons were 
frozen to death or died from exhaus­ 
tion. The hospitals, the police station 
and the houses of refuge are crowded 
to their full capacity.
